liiflc-shooting is a favorite pastime in all part* of Austria, but nowhere to th< 
same extent as at Tyrol, w hose inhabitants may he called the Kentuckians of Eu 
rope, bred to the use of the weapon from their boyhood, and priding thcmselvei 
above measure in the skilful exercise of it, and in accuracy of aim.

THE VALUE OF A STAGE-COACH ACQUAINTANCE

BREEDING AND RACING IN FRANCE. 

Pxkis. Jan. 10. 1838.—The breeding of horses in this country has been greatly 
neglected by thc agriculturists since thc peace of 1815, in consequence of the 
little demand for the cavalry, so that that once iinjiortant branch of the fanner's 
atudv was changed into the more lucrative one of tillage. France is greatly in¬ 
debted to the glorious Revolution of 1830 for the numerous improvements that 
annually take place m its agricultural as well as horticultural advancement, but 
more |*articularly that of the amelioration of its breed of horses. His Majesty, 
Louis Philip]*c. who has resided so many years in England, and, therefore, able 
to judge of the ini{*ortaiice that branch of agriculture was to the prosperity of that 
country, renowned for tiu* superiority of its racers, hunters, hacks, cabs, drav, and 
other breeds of horses, and for the mounting of its cavalrv, over every other king¬ 
dom in Euroju*, on lu-coming King of the French announced his intention of en¬ 
couraging to the utmost that useful and profitable resource to the industrious far¬ 
mer. Horse-racing, which, previous to 1830, was only known and supported by 
tiie equestrian amateurs of the Champ de Mars, has now- become general through¬ 
out the departments, and although, perhaps, not equal to Epsom, Ascot, or Don¬ 
caster. they at present jossess horses that may vie with some of the first-rate 
Derby winners. 

The Chamber of Commerce, and thc different Agricultural Societies, vote an¬ 
nually a certain sum, Insides gold and silver medals, for thc improvement of the 
Fr< nch breed by crossing it by the English and Arabian stallion or mare, and 
every encouragement is given by the King, his Royal Highness the Duke of Or¬ 
leans, the Prince de la Moskowa, the Duke de Guiche, Baron Fasquel.
